Againſt Perſons returning from France 


without Paſſes. 


IL LIAM by the Grace of GOD, King of Great-Britain, 
France and Ireland, Detender ofthe Faith: To 
Macers of Our 
: Privy Council, Meflengers at Arms, Our Sheriftsin that parr, 
conjundtly and ſfeverally, ſpecially Conſtitute, Greeting : FORSOMUCH- 
AS, ſeveral Perſons denounced Rebels for High Treaton, and others dan- 
gerous and diſſaftected, who have preſumed contrary to the At of Parlia- 
ment, eitherto ſtay in,or goto the Kingdom of France, or one or other of 
the Dominions ſubjeCt to the French King, during the time of the late War, 
have tince returned, or may be deſigned to rerurn tothis Kingdom withoar 
Our Permiſſion, which it not prevented may tend to diiturb the Peace and 
Quiet thereof, Therefore, We with the Advice of the Lords of Our Privy 
Council, have thought fit not only to prohibit z Likeas, We hereby expreſly 
prohibit and diſcharge all ſuch Perſons, either Denounced, or who contrary 
rothe (aid AG of Parliarnent have ſtayed 1n,or gone to the ſaidKingdom of 
Franceor any of the Dominions ſubpCt to the Þre:e+ King, to return tothis 
Kingdom, unleſs they firſt obrain Our Pafle and Liberty for ſo doing, un- - 
der the Certification contained in the ſaid Act 5 But ally» have appoinr- 
ed, and hereby Appoint and Command all Sherifis of Shires, Lords and 
Baillies of Regalities, and oiher Baillics, Stewarts of Stewartrtes andrheir De- 
puts, and all Magiſtrats of Burrows and <ther Magiſtrats and Officers 
whatſoever, furthwith to Search for, Seize and Apprehend within their re(- 
pettive Bounds,{uch of the foreiaids Ferſons as havealready preſumed toreturn, 
or ſhall hereafter return from France or the Nominions foreſaid,, without our 
Paſs & Liberty.firſt obtainea for thateite&@,&rocommit themPritoners,in their 
reſpective prifon,& immediatly acquaintthe Lordsof Qur Privy Council there- 
. with, and detain them 11 ſure Firmince til farder Order, as rhe ſaid Shi- 
riffs and other Magiſtrats andOfficers will be an{weravle on their Higheſt Per- 
Il ; And ferder We with Advice fore{aid, Do hereby peremptorly enjoyn 
and Charge all Collectors, Surverers, Waiters and oti:er Officers at Sea ports 
or upon the Borders, that they take carefu] Notttice of the forefaids Perſons 
lyable as aid is their coming in to ti1;Kingdom and that rhey ule their utmoſt 
Diligence todiſcover, and caule Seaſe and Apprehend them, as is above ap- 
pointed. OUR W ILL IS HEREFOREF, And We Charge you ſtrictly and 
Command, that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen ., ve paſs to the Mercar 
Croſs of Edinbrrgh, and to the remanent Mercat Croflesof the Head Burghs 
of the ſeveral Shires and Stewartries within this Kingdom, and there in Our 
Name and Authority, by open Proclamation, make Intimation hereof, that 
none may pretend Ignorance 3 And ordains theſe Preſent to be Printed. 
Given under Our Signet at Edinburgh the Ninth Day of December, And of 
Our Reign the ninth Tear, 1597.
